To Southern Bell Telephone Company

franchise to Southern Bell

pany to use the public streets 
for the operation of telephone 
and telegraph lines. 

The franchise replaces an ear- 
lier 25-year» agreement. which 
expired/and is for a similar per- 
iod of time. 

One of the principal pur- 
poses of the franchise, according 
to Southern Bell Group Mana- 
ger Zeke O'Farrell, at~ Belle 
Glade, is that Southern Bell 
will know conclusively that it 
will be allowed to operate with- 
in a city for a specific period 
of time, and that the company 
will be allowed to do certain 
„^ things within the provisions of 

the contract.

The" ¢ompany can then plan 
for the city’s growth. When 
Southern Bell looks to the bor- 
rowing market, franchises 
strengthen the borrowing pow- 
er, so to speak. 

‘Among the agreements of the 
contract. are provisions for 
Southern Bell to pay annually 
a sum equal te one per cent: of 
the gross neceipte.of the grantee. 
from Yéfitals derived-trom tele- 
phones in ug within the city. 

The payment shall be based 
on receipts to local service only 
in the preceeding fiscal year. 
This provision is similar to a 
franchise which the company 
has with the City of Pahokee 
and will amount to about $1,000 
the first year.

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More Dollars Or More Safety 


Is the dollar a merchant receives more important than a 
good traffic and parking plan? Some folks think so) A letter 
and petition sent to our city commission asks that parallel 
paplling be replaced on one side of West Avenue A by angu- 
lar parking. : 

‘The merchants alleged to be unaniomus in their opinion 
would be in a frenzy if they were left to decide which side. 
They didn’t make a recommendation in that department. 

The petition acknowledges that the present parallel 

parking is on trial. It goes on to say: 
“We do feel that it gives additional street space and more 
; however, we find that many of our customers, espe- 
cially ‘women who constitute 70% of the shopping traffic, 
simply do not and will not park parallel. This fact with the 
decided number of available spaces reduced by 30% ‘does 
affect potential business.” 

The petition goes on to say that angular parking on one 
side and parallel parking on the other (but not which one) 
would “take care of non-parellel parkers and equalize the 
number of available spaces . . .”” 

The Florida Highway Patrol says drivers who cannot 
parallel park should be driving with restricted drivers lic- 
enses with a qualified operator in the car with them at all 
times. They will never get an operator’s permit as long as 
they can’t parallel park. 

How about these women shoppers who constitute 70% 
of the shoppers? How do they feél? When the Belle Glade 
Business and Professionals Women’s Club made traffic and 
parking recommendations to the city council recently, one 
of their suggestions was: "That parallel parking be enforced 
on W. Avenue A deemed too narrow for angle parking.” 
That'll show us how some of that 70% feel about parking. 

The city manager announced that hg would leave the 
answer to the parking problem up to the city commission. 
Now all they have to decide is: Which is more important: 
1. The dollar 2. Easier driving conditions on streets that are 
too narrow for two tars to park when angular parking is 
used on either side. 

One of our suggestions might be to make it easier to 
get around in our town. It's always amazed us how folks 
drive to the coast and park blocks from their intended store 
stops, but want to park, in froht of every merchants shop 
in Belle.Glade when shopping here.

:| Started In 1882 


Labor Day can be variously 
defined as: the end of summer; 
the beginning the school year; 
a national traffic jam; or simply. 
an excuse for a long weekend 
away from the office. 

But the founder of the holi- 
day, Peter J. McGuire, conceiv- 
ed it as a tribute to “the indust- 
rial spirit, the great vital force 
of every nation.” 

In 1882, McGuire—a leader 
in the Knights of Labor—pro- 
posed that a day be set aside 
to honor the working man. He 
suggested the first Monday in 
September since it came almost 
midway between Independence 
Day and Thanksgiving Day. 

The Central-Labor Union of 
New York adopted his proposal 
and held the first Labor Day | 
celebration on September 5th. 
As McGuire had suggested, the 
union paraded through the

Florida's state prison guards 
will be out-fitted in trim new 
uniforms and prison trusties will 
be given distinctive new cloth- 
ing. This move is part of a plan 
devised by Prison Director H. 
G. Cochran, Jr., to instill pride 
in the organization and to lift 
morale. 

Tentative plans call for the 
guards to wear badges of rank 
and an arm patch with the let- 
ters “F S P.” There will- be
